We have alresdy announced the signal 
success of the new motive power discover- 
ed by Mr. Ericsson, and applied by him to 
the beautiful vessel bearing bis namie. and 
we proceed, to-day, in coimplinnee with our 
promise, to offer such an explanation of is 
principle as we hope may prove intelligible, 
if not satisfactory, to our readers. 

We will say, then, as pteliminary to 0 
explanation, that all the power used in Cap-

The capacity of these wire nieshes te ab- 
pork and retain the eoloric will not be ques- 
tioned by practical men, when we state thot 
the four * regeneraters” in the © Piessorn” 
presents a surface of over 15.000 superticial 
feet, While there are tuore than [00,000,000 
of cells between the meshes. “The wire in
